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GWU President Trachtenberg 
To Speak At 
December 3 Meeting 


Stephen Joel Trachtenberg, President of The George Washington 
University since 1988, will be the speaker at the December 3 FBA 
meeting at St. Paul’s Church at 8:00 p.m. 

Trachtenberg previously served as president and professor of 
public administration for 11 years at the University of Hartford 
following his 9-year tenure at Boston University as Dean of Arts 
and Sciences and Vice President. _ 

During the Johnson Administration, he served as secretary for 
a White House Task Force on Education. He was also’ special assis- 
tant to the Education Commissioner, U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. Prior to his academic career, he was an at- 
torney in the New York office of the U.S. Atomic Energy Com- 
mission and an aide to a U.S. Congressman. 

An outspoken advocate for higher education, Mr. Trachtenberg’s 
publications in academic journals and the national media have receiv- 
ed wide acclaim. Recognition of his contributions to education in- 
clude several honorary degrees. A member of Phi Beta Kappa, Mr. 
Trachtenberg earned the Bachelor of Arts degree from Columbia 
University in 1959, and Juris Doctor from Yale University in 1962 
and the Master of Public Administration from Harvard University 
in 1966. 


The Cooper Houses... 


Help Prove That Historic Preservation 
Does Not Mean A Skyscraper 
In Foggy Bottom 


Today, we have an opportuni- 
ty to prevent a new eyesore in 
our neighborhood. Although we 
have accepted that development 
of the site on which the historic- 
ally landmarked Cooper Houses 
are located is inevitable, we have 
always maintained that the de- 
velopment must meet the tests 
of both historic preservation and 
compatability with the neigh- 
borhood. Current plans call for 
retaining the front facades of the 
Cooper townhouses and build- 
ing behind the retained parts a 
new highrise addition of resi- 
dential apartments. We do not 
oppose an addition per se. How- 
ever, the proposed addition is a 
12-story tower, almost 20 feet 
higher than the legal 90 feet zon- 
ing matter-of-right in residential 
Foggy Bottom (see drawing). 

The result would dwarf the 
two-story Cooper Houses and 
would make a mockery of his- 
toric preservation in our neigh- 
borhood. The Secretary of In- 
terior’s guidelines for additions 
to existing historic properties 
specifically call for the size and 
scale of such additions to be 
compatible with the neighbor- 
hood. The development would 
also set a dangerous precedent 
for zoning variances in our 
residential Foggy Bottom. No 
other building in this area is so 
tall. The height of the addition 
could and should be reduced. 

The Foggy Bottom Associa- 
tion has initiated a legal appeal, 
not to stop development of this 


property, but to reverse the de- 
cision to permit the proposed 
height of 107.5 feet. A number 
of concerned contributors have 
helped to make thislegal action 
possible. However, to continue 
the appeal process, we need the 
support of all the people of 
Foggy Bottom. 

Our residents are not new- 
comers to working together to 
make a real difference in our 
community. As citizens, we 
have fought and won battles to 
preserve the character of our 
neighborhood. 


Think about it!! If 500 peo- _ 


ple contributed $10 each, or 
250 gave $20 each, we would 
have the $5,000 needed to han- 
die the appeal. Our attorney 
also has stated that he believes 
we have a good chance of con- 
vincing the D.C. Court of Ap- 
peals to reverse the Board of 
Zoning Adjustment’s approval 
of the height variance. 


We owe it to our community 
to do our best to ensure that pro- 
posed developments in residen-

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How Foggy Bottom Voted 
in the General Election 


Foggy Bottom showed the 
same independent spirit in the 
General Election held on No- 
vember 6 as it did in the Pri- 
mary earlier this year. In some 
cases, our neighborhood follow- 
ed the patterns citywide and in 
Ward 2. But in other cases, we 
voted differently — sometimes 
very differently. 

These results are based on 
combining all three Foggy Bot- 
tomWest End precincts together 
(West End Library, St. Mary’s 
Court, and United Church.) 
They are calculated from raw 
statistics from the Board of Elec- 
tions and Ethics, and represent 
the certified results, including 
all absentee and special ballots. 

In the Mayoral race, three out 
of four voters in Foggy Bottom 
cast their ballots for Mayor-elect 
Sharon Pratt Dixon. Dixon did 
better in Foggy Bottom than she 
did in Ward 2 as a whole, al- 
though citywide she won 84 
percent of the vote. At the same 
time, Councilmember . John 
Wilson took 78 percent of the 
Foggy Bottom vote in his bid for 
Council Chair, compared to 86 
percent for Ward 2 and 86 per- 
cent citywide. 

In the race for Congressional 
Delegate, voters in Foggy Bot- 
tom did not agree with their 
counterparts, either in Ward 2 
or the city as a whole. A total of 
65 percent of the vote here went 
to Republican Harry Singleton, 
which is almost the percent- 
age with which Delegate-elect 


Eleanor Holmes Norton carried 
the entire city. 

In the At-Large race for City 
Council, voters were asked to 
select two of the candidates. 
Citywide, Democrat Linda 
Cropp won one of the seats with 
38 percent of the total vote and 
Statehood Party member Hilda 
Mason won the second with 29 
percent of the vote. Mayor Ma- 
rion Barry came in third with 20 
percent of the vote citywide. 

The pattern was different in 
Foggy Bottom. Both Cropp and 
Mason did better here than they 
did either citywide or in Ward 
2. In addition, Republican Car- 
dell Shelton came in third with 
12 percent of the vote, with Ma- 
yor Barry and all others con- 
siderably behind that total. 

Citywide, Proposition #005, 
which would have, in effect, re- 
instated Initiative 17 providing 
the right to overnight shelter 
upon demand in the District, 
was narrowly defeated. Voters 
in Ward 2 voted by a wider mar- 
gin — 53-47 percent — to defeat 
the measure. In Foggy Bottom, 
voters defeated #005 by an even 
larger 65-35 percent margin. 

This means that the voters 
kept in place the changes in the 
overnight shelter law which 
were recently passed by the 
City Council and signed by the 
Mayor. These changes estab- 
lished certain limitations to the 
emergency shelter program.

Enforcement of the ordinance is 
selective; there just are not 
enough police for complete en- 
forcement. We can also expect 
to see legal challenges similar to 
those successfully mounted 
against the District’s vagrancy 
law.

Money, Power, and the Pampered 
Out-of-D.C. Patron Spell 
Destruction to Green Space 


The Kennedy Center has had 
an on-going problem for the 
past 20 years — there are 1400 
parking spaces in the garage 
with a patron capacity of 7,000. 
To try to alleviate the problem 
patrons with cars are encourag- 
ed to park in nearby apartment 
complex garages such as the 
Watergate next door and in Col- 
umbia Plaza garage, less than 
1200 feet away. (The Kennedy 
Center has run a door-to-door 
shuttle bus from inside this 
garage to the Center for the 
past seven years.) According to 
George Arnstein, Chairman of 
the Neighborhood Ad hoc Com- 
mittee (a group opposing cur- 
rent land use development at the 
Kennedy Center), the Center 
has made efforts to control traf- 
fic, for example, the relatively 
new exit from the Kennedy 
Center Garage which goes into 
Rock Creek Parkway), but not 
the heroic efforts needed to cor- 
rect the situation. 

So why are a large group of 
Foggy Bottom citizens upset 
about their illustrious neighbor?

The Kennedy Center needs 
more parking. Geraldine M. 
Otremba, the Center’s Director 
of Operations, has told the com- 
munity in writing (Oct. 1, 1990) 
that “‘our overriding concern 
was the further diminution of 
on-site parking.” What were 
they going to do about it? 
The Kennedy Center has 
been actively contemplating the 
renovation of its garage since 


last spring. Because the Ken-. 


nedy Center is the living memo- 
rial to John F. Kennedy, the 
grounds and buldings are main- 
tained by the National Park Ser- 
vice and, therefore, are under 
the control of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of the Interior. The plan- 
ned renovation consisted of 
three parts: 1) renovating 198 
parking spaces in the garage at 
one time with the balance used 
for patron parking; 2) paving 
the ‘‘front yard” of the Ken- 
nedy Center and creating park- 
ing on the entrance plaza (242 
parking spaces) to offset the 
garage loss; and 3) instituting a 
**People Mover’? tramway to

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facilitate Kennedy Center 
patrons getting from the park- 
ing garage in Columbia Plaza to 
the Kennedy Center (approx. 
1000 feet — less than 1/4 mile). 
All of this plan is to be tem- 
porary and the National Park 
Service would restore the 
grounds when the Kennedy 
Center garage renovation is 
completed in three to four years. 

The community became in- 
censed when they realized that 
the Kennedy Center would hold 
no open hearings on the project; 
and the Advisory Neighborhood 
Commission (ANC) was not in- 
formed; and because the garage 
renovations and the people 
mover service were two separate 
issues and the federal agencies 
involved had already made a 
decision and obtained a permit 
from the D.C. licensing authori- 
ty. (The D.C. government owns 
some of the parkland (‘‘right-of- 
way”) that the people mover 
will traverse.) Robert Stanton,

OUT OF THE FOG

1990 clearly stated: ‘‘In discus- 
sions between my staff and the 
staff of the Commission on Fine 
Arts and the National Capital 
Planning Commission it was 
agreed that a formal review pro- 
cess would not be required for 
this project, which includes the 
parking areas and the electric 
vehicle pathway. The need for 
a review was obviated due to the 
temporary nature of these uses 
of parkland. Formal reviews are 
not required when the use is of 
a temporary nature associated 
with construction, maintenance 
or repair of an approved facility 
such as the Kennedy Center.” 
When ANC Chair Charlie 
Clapp learned from a resident 
about the garage repairs and 
tramway, he contacted Kennedy 
Center officials and asked that 
they attend the October 9 ANC 
Meeting to discuss their plans 
and answer questions. Lynn W. 
Newbold, Director of Planning 
and Building Service at the 
Kennedy Center, and National 
Park Service representative Joe

Lawler attended. The meeting 
was animated. Jim Zais, D.C. 
Ward 2 Coordinator, explained 
that the area being used for the 
tramway was public space — 
excess highway right-of-way. In 
order to use this space, approval 
had to be obtained from the 
Federal Highway Department 
and it had passed only because 
the project was temporary. 
James Reid, a resident of 
Watergate East, stated that a 
meeting between the ANC and 
the Kennedy Center should 
have taken place last spring. 
The park area in question had 
already been desecrated. The 


‘construction workers were even 


working on Columbus Day. It 
was apparent that the people 
mover is viewed as a ‘‘test” by 
the Kennedy Center. Ms. 
Newbold said that she was will- 
ing to concede “‘that the tram- 
way may not work. If it doesn’t 
the Kennedy Center will return 
to its former policy. The bottom 


line is that a long-term parking 


solution is needed.”’ 
At this meeting, the ANC 

passed two motions: 
1. Passed unanimously was 
Charlie Clapp’s motion to re- 
quest a change in city policy 
which requires notification if

the land was leased/rented, 
but not if it was to be used. 
The ANC maintained that 
use of a space has as many 
consequences for public pol- 
icy and requested that the 
policy be changed immedi- 
ately. 
2. The ANC also requested 
that the city withdraw its 
public space permit allowing 
construction of a paved road- 
way and turnaround for 
vehicles to transport patrons/ 
visitors to the Kennedy 
Center. The tramway’s ter- 
minus is in the city’s park- 
land near the overflow park- 
ing at Columbia Plaza. The 
motion by Beverly Sklover 
passed unanimously. ; 
The ANC felt that the way the 
permit was obtained circum- 
vented the ANC and the com- 
munity. In Commissioner 
Sklover’s words: ‘“The use 
adversely impacts upon our 
residential area by eliminating 
much of our green space adja- 
cent to Virginia Avenue. We are 
convinced that the current shut- 
tle bus service, providing 
transportation from the door of 
the Columbia Plaza overflow 
parking area to the doors of the 
Kennedy Center, in conjunction 
with improved lighting and ad- 
ditional priority parking for 
handicapped patrons, better 
serve Kennedy Center’s visitors 
than the proposed tram, which 
would run from Kennedy 
Center to an area more than one 
block from the Columbia Plaza 
overflow parking. The proposed 
tram is unnecessary, wastefully 
expends taxpayers’ money, and 
eliminates much of the already 
minimal green space remaining 
along Virginia Avenue.”’ 
Because of community 
response, the National Capital 
Planning Commission (NCPC) 
scheduled the proposed ““tem- 
porary” tramway on its Novem- 
ber 1 agenda. Much of the

testimony reflected the com- 
munity’s and Kennedy Center’s 
views as already discussed. 
Highlights are as follows: 

George E. Arnstein: ‘‘This 
plan is the basis for paving over 
green space, cutting greenery, 
and building an asphalt turn- 
around, with a 20-foot dia- 
meter, and installing eight 
benches set in concrete frames, 
on the small park over the 
freeway (across from Juarez Cir- 
cle at the intersection of New 
Hampshire and Virginia 
Avenues) . . . . Kennedy Center 
and National Park Service staff 
have met with us and answered 
many of our questions (and we 
have thanked them for this). 
They have provided blueprints 
of the People Mover, cost 
figures, details and com- 
mitments as to restoration of the 
parkland. They allowed that the 
commitments were not firm; 
they will have to ask Congress 
to appropriate funds to restore 
the environment.”’ 


James Reid: ‘“The Kennedy 
Center garage will be repaired 
over a period of about three 
years. As reported in the Ken- 
nedy Center News, October- 
November 1990 issue, there will 
be no loss of on-site parking 
spaces during repairs since the 
new surface parking lots, 
already constructed, and the 
new Plaza parking provide a 
total of 248 new parking spaces. 
Accordingly, the Kennedy 
Center will actually wind up 
with an average of 50 more 
spaces, all on their own property, 
than before the garage repairs 
started. Therefore, the separate 
problem of the temporary loss of 
garage spaces during the repair 
period has already been solved 
without any reliance upon the 
proposed tramway. 

‘The tramway system is an 
entirely separate project, being 
an attempt to facilitate getting to 
and from the Columbia Plaza 
public parking garage. a) It does 
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not go door to door . . . ; it starts 
outside in the small park at 25th 
Street and Virginia Avenue, 
more than 560 feet away from 
the sheltered entrance to the 
Columbia Plaza garage. The 
tramway is planned to end ad- 
jacent to the new East parking 
lot near the Don Quixote statue, 
thus requiring patrons to walk 
some distance across two lanes 
of traffic on the Kennedy Center 
Plaza to the entrance. Even with 
the tram, patrons will thus be 
required to walk 35 to 40 per- 
cent of the way, so many will 
decide to walk the full distance 
instead, as they do now. b) 
These trams are actually open, 
oversized golf carts, affording 
limited protection from the 
elements. c) These carts have a 
limited capacity — only 11 per- 
sons plus the driver. Under the 
best. of conditions, they can 
carry only 66 people running at 
5-minute intervals during any 
1/2 hour period prior to the start 
of performances. The tram is 
planned to operate from about 
7:00 pm to 11:30 pm or 12 mid- 
night on weekdays and Satur- 
days, under bright lights, in this 
stable residential neighborhood, 
creating an almost circus at- 
mosphere.’’ 


Mary Healy, resident-owner 
since September 1957 at the 
Potomac Plaza: ‘‘The entire 
concrete canyon had been 
softened and beautified by the 
establishment of the several 
green parks in the area . . . . Ac- 
tion of the Kennedy Center 
(destroying this green park) has 
taken us back more than 20 
years, exposing again the ex- 
pressway from the street level 
due to lower branches of the 
flowering trees being cut and 
grass being moved to make way 
for black top asphalt.”’ 


Doug Wheeler, Managing 
Director of the Washington Per- 
forming Arts Society (WPAS): 
‘We are more affected by the 
parking crunch because so many 


of our concerts are in the Con- 
cert Hall and begin at 8:30 pm 
when other patrons are in all of 
the other theaters. People who 
are not on time should have a 
right for a people mover. Both 
the shuttle bus and the people 
mover (tram) are needed.”’ 


Jack MacCauliffe, Marketing 
and Sales Director, the Ken- 
nedy Center: ‘“The shuttle bus 
is a partial solution. On average 
it takes about 40 minutes round 
trip with the present traffic pro- 
blems. During the period of 
garage construction the off-road 
people mover will take 6-7 
minutes . . . . Whether it is per- 
manent or temporary will de- 
pend — it may be so good it 
might be a test for a permanent 
solution. At the moment it is on- 
ly a temporary solution. The 
patrons have been pushing (us) 
for solutions to the problem.”’ 


Also testifying were ladies 
who live in Foggy Bottom, work 
as volunteers at the Kennedy 
Center and said that they are not 
opposed to the people mover 
and the destruction of parkland. 
Beth Newbold sat in the back of 
the NCPC meeting rehearsing 
her volunteers, so Kennedy 
Center staff would not have to 
testify en masse, thus avoiding 
the appearance of bullying the 
neighborhood. In rapid succes- 
sion Lorna Grenadier, Jean 
Karney, and Dorothy 
Bunevich appeared and vanish- 
ed, but it was the testimony of 
Vorda Honnold, who lives in 
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Potomac Plaza, which was dis- 
quieting: “‘I support the plan . 

. Cars must be accom- 
modated — the park has never 
been an important one, it is 
more important that they (the 
Kennedy Center) accommodate 
out-of-state (District) patrons 
and not a few local residents.”’ 


Comments by NCPC 
Commissioners 


John Belferman, Committee 
on Governmental Affairs, U.S. 
Senate: ‘“Tests have been used 
and misused — it is a way to get 
a foot in the door, a Trojan 
horse, and to conduct a fait ac- 
compli. I say we send it back to 
the drawing board. It is an ultra- 
convenience for a small number 
of people. I understand what 
greenspace means in an area that 
does not have a lot of it.” 


Dr. Patricia Elwood, mayoral 
appointee: ‘‘I am opposed to it 
because it (the people mover) is 
too costly a measure. Other al- 
ternatives should be explored.” 


Ditra Ford, Committee on 
D.C., U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives: ‘‘Hearing the citizens 
today, it is clear that it is in- 
credible to say that this people 
mover will be of a temporary 
nature, considering what it is 
supposed to correct. Once it is 
proved it will become part of the 
urban fabric.”’ 

Glen T. Urquhart, Chair, 
presidential appointee: ‘‘People 
movers will not take care of the 
load — a feasibility study should 
be done.”’ 
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William E. Baumgaertner, 
presidential appointee: ‘‘I am in 
favor of the original motion 
because although it (the people 
mover) is a flawed solution, 
most of the real world involves 
flawed solutions — less than 
perfect sometimes. We are look- 
ing for a practical solution that 
works.”’ 


The final decision of the Na- 
tional Capital Planning Com- 
mission was 5 in favor of the 
people mover, 4 against and one 
member not voting. 

Some possible alternatives 
discussed at both meetings: 1) 
more shuttles (30-35 round 
trips) and giving them an ex- 
clusive right of way; 2) shuttles 
to the METRO; 3) getting the 
lights and police working to the 
highest effectiveness; 4) overall 
plan to deal with traffic, park- 
ing and better use of existing 
facilities instead of a fragmented 
approach; 5) better traffic flow 
into, out of, and in front of Ken- 
nedy Center with special atten- 
tion to driver-attended cars, 
buses and limousines which 
stand for hours, often leave their 
engines idling, and block traffic; 
6) re-routing the shuttle bus to 
go around the New Hampshire 
circle, instead of making a left 
from Virginia; 7) valet parking; 
and 8) reserved parking at the 
Kennedy Center. 

The community is happy to 
have the Kennedy Center in its 
midst. Aside from the garages 
and congestion, we had had its 
out-of-district patrons parking 
on all of our streets for 20 years. 
It appears that the staff and 
others at the Kennedy Center 
believe that some of its privileg- 
ed patrons who come by car 
from outside the District are 


more important than the people 
who walk or use public trans- 
portation (maybe this is another 
subtle form of economic dis- 
crimination). If these people are 
late, they are catered to. The 
“‘outside’’ patron appears to be: 
bright most of the time and: 
from the respective statements 
and opinions of Otremba, 
Newbodl, and Honnold, the 
community should be patroniz- 
ed, does not count at all, has no 
say in the matter, should be 
critized as selfish, and should be 
ignored and circumvented at all 
costs. 

This whole situation appears 
to be just another form of 
development in a community 
which has been adversely af- 
fected by it. Even though it 
seems that the money and power 
of Congress disseminated 
through Federal agencies are 
against us, we can stand up and 
let them know we are unhappy 
and will not be quiet. Our 
united effort may not im- 
mediately change an unjust 
situation but we have been mak- 
ing an impression and can turn 
the opinion to our favor. 

For example, Chairman of the 
D.C. Council Dave Clarke has 
been working with the head of 
the D.C. licensing authority to 
rescind the Kennedy Center’s 
permit for use of District land 
for the people mover. Council 
Chairman-Elect John Wilson is 
also opposed to the desecration 
of this urban greenspace. They 
are listening to the community 
and we must continue our quest 
to support solutions which will 
be positive for the community. 

We do not have to tilt at wind- 
mills and try to reach the im- 
possible dream, but we do not 
have to be overjoyed seeing Don 
Quixote surrounded by black 
asphalt.
